GREAT BRITAIN NINETEEN 


Arms Conference is Opened With 
Great Pomp and Ceremony— 
Crowd Demonstrative

W ashington, Nov. 12.— A sweep­ 
ing program for the limitation of 
naval armament was proposed to­ 
day by the United States. 
See ret ary of State Hughes, speak­ 
ing in behalf of America before the 
arm s limitation 
conference, 
p ro­ 
posed : 
1— That a holiday in naval con­ 
struction <>! capital ships for 
the 
next ten years be declared by t’^ 
powers. 
2— That all capital ships building 
programs be abandoned. 
3— That 
certain 
older ships be 
<*<■* rapped. 
4—That general regard should be 
paid t<> existing naval strength. 
5— The capital ship tonnage, not 
tile number of vessels, be Hie basis 
to r limitation. 
Under the 
program 
which p ri­ 
marily affects the United States, in 
Great Britain and Jap an there would 
he immediate destruction in the n a ­ 
vies of the three great po veers of six 
capital lighting ships, built and build­ 
ing, with a total tonnage of 1,878,043 
tons. 
It w a s proposed by Hughes that 
three months after the agreement for 
limitation date, the strength of the 
three great powers should he as fol­ 
lows: United States 18 ships; Great 
Britain 22 ships and Japan IO ships.

program 
the 
United 
States will scrap 30 capital ships 
<h»ne or in the process of construc­ 
tion.

Hughes then d iscu ssed the g rad ­ 
ual replacement of three leading n a ­ 
vies. 
He said with respect to re ­ 
placement, 
tin* United States p ro­ 
poses : 
1— That it he agreed that the first 
replacement tonnage shall not be laid 
down 
until the ten rears from the 
date of the limitation agreement. 
2— That replacement he limited by 
nil agreed maximum of capital ships 
with tonnage as follows: 
For the United States 500,000 tons. 
For Great Britain 500,000 tons. 
For Ja p a n 300,000 tons. 
3— That subject to the ten year- 
limitation 
approval, 
the maximum 
standard capital 
ship may he re­ 
placed 
when 
twenty years old by, 
capital ship construction. 
4— That most capital ships shall 
he built in replacement with tonnage 
displacement of more 
than 
35,000 
tons. 
Hughes also proposed tile limita­ 
tion of auxiliary naval craft, sub­ 
marines and aircraft. 
With tile acceptance of this plan, 
Hughes said, the burden would be 
met and an enormous sum would be 
released to aid the progress of civ* 
ilization. 
At the same time lie proposed that 
lite plans of national defense would 
he adequate to meet the needs of 
tile nation. There will he ample op­ 
portunity during the naval holiday 
of ten years to consider the future 
course, he said. 
An applause 
interrupted Hughes 


when lie said with emphasis 
that 
competition 
in 
arm s 
must stop. 
When lie said tile conference had 
been called for action rat lier 
than 
mere resolutions, the house and sen­ 
ate arose in a body and gave 
the 
famous rebid yell. 
“Briand, Briand,” 
the 
galleries 
shouted as Hughes had finished 
his 
talk. 
An applause almost like the 
one given the president, greeted the 
French premier. 
“ When the presi­ 
dent invited the nation to the con­ 
ference/’ said Briand “my country 
instantly said ‘here/ 
My 
country 
was actuated first by gratitude and 
by her aspirations fo r peace. 
If it 
is possible to obtain 
security 
to 
which she is entitled France is ready 
to say, ‘Down A rm s/ ” 
Jap an next demanded the crowd, 
and then Italy. 
With the delegates of the nations 
seated around a big horseshoe table 
of 
“ understanding” 
Secretary 
of 
State Hughes, head of the American 
delegation opened with a rap of his 
gavel 'the international conference 
on limitation of a r m a m e n ts and Far 
Eastern questions. 
The gavel fell a t 10:30 a. rn. 
P ray er for its success came first 
on the program. 
President Harding introduced by 
Secretary Hughes welcomed the del­ 
egates in a stirring appeal to outlaw 
war. 
The president was given an ova­ 
tion by the foreign delegates and the 
15000 spectators who tilled 
every 
available foot of space in the hall. 
Standing beside Hughes at the head 
of the 
conference table, 
Harding 
then formally put the conference in 
motion in a brief address ot welcome. 
The galleries broke into a 
wild 
demonstration 
when the 
president 
said “One hundred millions want less 
of armament and none of war.” 
Members o f the House and Senate 
sprang 
to 
their 
feet, 
applauding 
mightily. 
The 
delegates 
remained 
quiet. 
('beers 
broke 
out when Harding 
his speech ended, shook hands with 
the American British and French de­ 
legates. 
A rthur Balfour, head of the B rit­ 
ish delegation was given a big ova­ 
tion when he arose to nominate Sec­ 
retary Hughes as permanent chair­ 
man. 
Hughes 
announced 
that 
both 
French and English would he the o f­ 
ficial 
languages of the conference 
and as it had already been distri­ 
buted in the French translation the 
speech 
would 
not be repeated 
in 
French. 
Hughes suggested that the confer­ 
ence organize. 
Balfour, highly praised Harding’s 
address. 
“The president of the United States 
has given us a most noble task, he 
said. 
“ He has given us a motto— 
simplicity and honor.” 
Praising 
Hughes, 
Balfour 
con­ 
tinued : 
“ The secretary of state not only 
has technical rights to our allegi­ 
ance, hut he has the personal qual­ 
ifications required in a chairman. 
“ I therefore feel I am not exceed­ 
ing my privileges when on behalf of 
myself and my colleagues, I ask that 
without tho delay of a vote you take 
the chair and preside now and here­ 
after over all our proceedings, and 
also over all committees of which you 
may be a member. ’ 
The galleries 
rose 
and 
cheered 
Hughes when Balfour concluded. 
Balfour’s 
graceful 
speech 
was 
translated into French. 
Every time anything was said in 
English the proceedings were halted 
while it was interpreted.

Washington, Nov. 
12— President 
Harding today planned to issue 
at 
an early moment the 
proclamation 
of peace between America and Ger­ 
many. It had been delayed awaiting 
word of exchange of treaty ratifica­ 
tions, but this step was taken yes­ 
terday in Berlin 
between 
c o m m is ­ 
sioner Dresel of the American 
Ber­ 
lin mission and Chancellor Wirt Ii of 
American business men welcomed 
the actual establishment 
of 
peace, 
since lark of it had curtailed their 
trading up to this time. 


AV itll peace reestablished, it is ex­ 
pected President Harding will 
aet 
favorably on release of Eugene 
V. 
Debs. A delegation 
of 
world 
w ar 
veterans was to call on the president 
today urging freeing of men impris­ 
oned for utterances during the war. 
There are about 150 so called poli­ 
tical prisoners, 
many 
of 
whom 
will probably obtain freedom fairly 
soon.

Washington, Nov. 12— Outlaw w ar 
and cut armament, President H a rd ­ 
ing urged iii opening the great con­ 
ference on the limitation 
of arm a­ 
ment In Continental Hall here today. 
“Our 
hundred 
millions 
frankly 
want less of armament and none of 
war,” he Told the assembled dele­ 
gates. 
President Herding offered no spe­ 
cific program. Ile devoted 
hijnSelf 
entirely to impressing on the dele­ 
gates the world hunger fo r 
peace 
and relief from the crushing burdens 
of big armaments. 


Standing at the head of the con­ 
ference table, he pl elided for frank, 
straightforw ard exchange of 
views 
without 
suspicion and resort to in­ 
trigue. 
..No pride need he humbled and no 
nationality need he submerged iii the 
effort to reach world peace, 
P resi­ 
dent Harding said. But he 
warned, 
“there can be no cure without sa c ­ 
rifice”. 
“America, lie explained goes into 
the conference with unselfish hands 
, suspecting no enemy, harboring no 
fears, 
neither 
contemplating 
nor 
apprehending 
conquest— bent 
only 
on doing “that finer 
nobler 
thing 
which no nation can do alone”. 
Civilization, 
President 
Harding 
declared, has today come to its c ru ­ 
cial test. 
The address was one of the shor­ 
test set s]>eeclies he ever made. 


“The conclusions of this body will 
have a signal influence on all human 
progress— on the fortunes 
ot 
the 
world,” the president 
said, 
adding 
that it is impossible to overestimate 
its importance. 


He expressed gratification at a d ­ 
dressing representatives ol the n a ­ 
tions with whom the United 
States 
was associated in the world war. 
The conference, he believes “is an 
earnest of the awakened conscience 
of twentieth century civilization.”

Bryan Says O pening of Conference 


Could Not H ave Been M ore Impressive

Washington, Nov. 12— The 
open­ 
ing of the conference could not have 
been more impressive. 
While the burial of the 
unknown 
soldier yesterday was 
not 
strictly 
a part of the disarmament 
confer­ 
ence, it brought together all of the 
principal delegates. The 
presiden ts 
speech was almost entirely 
devoted 
to the subject which calls the confer­ 
ence together. 
The first question to come before 
the conference is whether the session 
shall be open or secret. 
Diplomacy was secret: 
But opposition from diplomacy is 
an argument for open session. Dip­ 
lomacy as we have had in meetings 
past, has been the fruitful cause of 
war. Things done in secret brought 
war— things 
that 
would not have 
been done at all blit for secret per­ 
mittance. 
The peace conference at Versail­ 
les specifically contained secrecy and 


pledged 
contracting 
governments 
against 
such treaty in the future. 
This doctrine has been indorsed by 
all n atio ns, save the I nited States 
and no objection was made to that 
particular provision in this colin:..’ 
The United States senate has very 
wise Iv requested the American dele­ 
gation to use their influence to sec­ 
ure an open session. There was much 
more of a reason for secrecy .it \ er- 
sailles than here because this gov­ 
ernment is called primarily for the 
reduction of arm aments or as some 
say limitation of armaments an I this 
is the one question upon which the 
eyes of the world are centered and 
in which the heart of the world is in­ 
terested. 


This is the most momentous g ath ­ 
ering within the memory of man and 
as Lloyd George has recently said 
may become the most important g ath ­ 
ering held iii the 1900 year^.

The September term of court drew

two divorces, and taking

The new term will open a 
week from Monday. 
Elhi Monroe was granted a divorce 
from Charles Monroe and Arvy \Yil- 
fong, chief of police, also was g ran t­ 
ed a divorce 
from M ary Wilfong, 
each divorce being granted upon pay­ 
ment of the costs. 
The two eases were heard 
last 
Saturday and were held under ad- 
vis*ement until today. 
Alva Newhouse, defendant in two 
criminal eases, charged with grand 
ju ry indictments of unlawful official 
negligence and with unlawfully re­ 
ceiving money on a contract, has 
filed a motion by his attorneys to 
quash the two indictments, alleging 
that they are faulty, and do not con­ 
tain 
sufficient facts to prosecute. 
No date has been set yet for the a r ­ 
gument on the motions.

Sparks on a grand 
ju ry indictment charging them with 
public intoxication, and each plead­ 
ed guilty, receiving a fine of $5 and 
costs. 


Hyman Scliatz stayed the fine for 
Rogers and Jenkins paid his fine. 
Judge Sparks 
this morning sus­ 
tained the motion for a new trial in 
the ease of the City against Max 
Tarplee, when he set aside the ver­ 
dict of the jury which tried the ease 
a few 
weeks 
ago, 
finding against 
Tarplee for damages. 
The suit 
was 
tried 
in Justice 
Thompson’s court at Glenwood, and 
here the ju ry of 
six 
men 
found 
against the city and an appeal 
was 
taken to the circuit court, where the 
jury again decided iii favor of the 
defendant. 
The ease was brought when T a r­ 
plee was alleged to have driven his 
automobile into a pedestal light post 
in the business district, damaging it 
to the extent of $20, which amount 
he has refused to pay. 


Judge 
Sparks 
heard the argu­ 
ments yesterday afternoon for a new 
trial, and this morning stated that 
the ju ry had decided the case con­ 
trary to the law and evidence, and 
set aside the verdict. It will come 
up for trial again in the next term 
of court. 
The divorce suit of Dorothy Cor- 
asintia against Louis Corasintia has 
been dismissed and the costs paid 
by the plaintiff.

A project which has been under 
way in Rushville all summer, ter­ 
minated this morning when the mill 
race was turned into a good sized 
river and water 
power 
again took 
its place in tho m anufacturing indus­ 
try, by operating the machinery a t 
tile William Young mill, located on 
the old Carmichael mill site in South 
Morgan street*, 
The engineering 
for the project 
was 
done 
by Samuel Waggoner, 
ohief engineer for the Iud 
Sis 
and Cincinnati Traction 
assisted by his son William, m e ex­ 
pense of dredging the old mill race, 
and putting water power back into 
the mill, was estimated to he $8,000. 
The mill race gave Rushville 
ail 
industry away back in 1840 when 
it was established, and the old C ar­ 
michael mill was built which ground 
the grain and furnished 
meal 
and 
flour for the community a long time 
before a railroad entered the city. 
The mill burned in 1908, and the 
race tilled up and often times became 
stagnant and empty. 
A few years 
ago the I. & C. traction company 
purchased the mill race and the mill, 
which was rebuilt after the fire. 
The engines 
at the power plant 
are cooled by the mill race. In June 
of this year the traction company 
undertook the 
project 
of putting 
w ater power back in use at the mill, 
and this necessitated the dredging of 
the stream. 
A steam shovel was in operation 
every day and a large reservoir was 
dug out near the bend of the stream. 
The old bottom established in 1840 
was reached in excavating, and the 
dirt was banked high on each side. 
During 
the 
construction 
the 
stream was 
dammed. 
W ater was 
turned in yesterday afternoon short­ 
ly after one o’clock, and it was not 
until 
nine last night that it c o m ­ 
pletely filled up to its high 
water 
mark. The depth is six feet and the 
race now flows 30 feet wide when it 
crosses Main street. 
The water resembles a miniature 
Niagara at the Young Mill. Machin­ 
ery fo r operating the mill was turn­ 
ed on this morning, with the wate r 
producing a 75 horse power capa­ 
city, and moving every piece of m a­ 
chinery in the mill at the same time. 
Formerly the mill had been operat­ 
ing on a 15 horse power electric mo­ 
tor, which was not sufficient to op­ 
erate the mill completely. 
There is now more 
water in the 
mill 
race than there has been for 
years, and the su pp ly is controlled 
by head gates installed near 
the 
dam, north of Rushville. The portion 
of 
the 
race north of the power 
house will probably he dredged next 
year. 
I lie value to the business portion 
of the city will he noticed iii c a se 
of a serious fire, a s water can 
he 
pumped from the race without any 
fear of the supply being exhausted, 
regardless of the capacity of 
the 
pumping engine.
